In Washington, a spokesman 


for the American Association of 
Railroads said the organization 
would have no comment pend- 


t.ing a study of the demands. 


An arbitration board 
issued 


recommendations Tuesday that 
could involve the elimination of 
up to 33,000 firemen's jobs. 


The five operating unions and 


the railroads 
were to settle 


wages and other issues between 
themselves under the Emer- 
gency 
Rail 
Arbitration Law 


passed by Congress in August 
to halt the threat of a strike 


"then. The arbitration 
board 


was given only the firemen and 
train crew issues to settle. 


Failure of negotiations could 


result in the dispute going back 
to Congress Feb. 25, the expira- 
tion date of the Rail Arbitration 
Law. 


H. E. Gilbert, president of 


the BLF&E, said wage adjust- 
ments for locomotive engineers, 


i» locomotive helpers (firemen), 


hostlers 
and 
hostler 
helpers 


represented by the brotherhood 
were long overdue. 


Gilbert said the last wage in- 


crease became effective March 
1, 1961. He said the railroad in- 
dustry is operating at near-peak 
prosperity despite official man- 
agement statements to the con- 
trary. 


Included in the wage demands 


ft> was ?, stipulation for a daily 


earnings minimum of $40 for 
engineers and $35 for firemen 
in all classes of road service. 


The current wage scale was 


not available.

Hearing the case for the third 


time, the Arkansas 
Supreme 


Court held today that an August 
4, 1962 proclamation by Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus cancelling the 
bond forfeiture in St. Francis 
Circuit Court was valid. 


Attorney's for the state had 


argued that Faubus had no right 
to cancel the bond since the for- 
feiture was a civil and not a 
criminal preceding and that the 
governor's powers of clemency 
do not cover civil cases. 


The Supreme 
Court ruled, 


however, 
that 
the 
forfeiture 


grew out of a criminal case and 
was thus subject to action by 
the governor.

urday from Washington, where 
he attended the funeral of Pres- 
ident Kennedy. 


In his absence, two members 


of his governing coalition — the 
new Turkey party and the Peas- 
ants Nation part" — decided to 
pull put. This left Inonu in the 
position either of forming a new 
government or calling parlia- 
mentary elections. 


Reports that Inonu was to be 


assassinated circulated in Tur- 
key Saturday and a heavy se- 
curity guard was thrown around 
him as he arrived from the 
United States.

Legislators 
Can't Serye 
on Boards

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court held 
today that members of the state 
legislature cannot legally serve 
on state boards and commis- 
sions. 


The court said 
specifically 


that Rep. Loid Sadler of Morril- 
ton cannot be chairman of the 
state 
Pardons 
and 
Paroles 


Board and that Sen. E. L. Mos- 
ley of Camden cannot be a 
member of the Southern State 
College Board. 


However, the ruling would 


apply to any legislator who may 
be a member of a board or com- 
mission or who might aspire to 
such an appointment. 


Mosley and Sadler were de- 


fendants in a taxpayers suit 
filed by Kenneth Starnes of 
Little Rock and others. The suit 
asked that they be required to 
return to the state any money 
they might have received while 
serving on the boards. 


The Supreme Court said, how- 


ever, that there was no evidence 
that either Sadler or Mosley had 
intended fraud in the dual office 
holdings and that they should 
not be required to return what- 
ever expense money they have 
received. 


The board posts do not pay 


any salary but members get ex- 
penses and a daily allowance 
when they attend meetings. 


Sadler was chairman of the 


Parole Board 
when he was 


elected to the legislature in 1961.

ident Johnson called two Cab- 
inet officers and his budget di- 
rector to the White House today 
for conferences 
on economic 


and defense matters. 


The sessions with Secreatary 


of Defense Robert S. McNa- 
mara. Secretary of Commerce 
Luther H. Hodges and Budget 
Director Kermit Gordon follow 
hard on the heels of a busy Sun- 
day at the White House for the 
new President. 


While at his desk Sunday, 


Johnson drafted a letter to de- 
fense contractors asking their 
cooperation in cutting defense 
costs, and the White House an- 
nounced the dates when West 
German Chancellor Ludwig Er- 
hard, Italian President Antonio 
Segni and British Prime Minis- 
ter Sir Alec Douglas-Home will 
visit the President. 


Johnson begins his work to- 


day with an early morning visit 
from Whitney Young, executive 
director of the National Urban 
League. In late afternoon John- 
son presents the $50,000 Enrico 
Fermi Award to controversial 
nuclear physicist J. Robert Op- 
penheimer. 


Oppenheimer directed the Los 


Alamos Laboratory where the 
atom bomb was developed dur- 
ing World War II. In 1954, he 
was declared a security risk by 
the Atomic Energy 
Commis- 


sion. The commission 
did not 


question his loyalty, but by a 
4-1 vote barred him from fur- 
ther access to atom secrets. 


Last April, the White House 


announced that in recognition 
of his contribution toward de- 
veloping the bomb, the AEC 
had selected him to receive the 
Fermi Award, one of science's 
most coveted honors.

ago.

long-fought school case hinged 
in part on the action of the Vir- 
ginia high court. The case is al- 
ready before the U.S. Supreme 
Court on its latest trip and Eg- 
gleston's dissent 
offered 
this 


forecast. 


"The refusal of the highest 


court of, this state to recognize 
here the rights of the citizens 
of Prince Edward County guar- 
anteed to them under the Con- 
stitution of the United States is 
a clear invitation to the federal 
courts to step in and enforce 
such rights. I am sure that in- 
vitation will be promptly ac- 
cepted. We shall see." 


Prince Edward abandoned its 


public school system in 1959 in 
the face of court-ordered in- 
tegration. It took the move by 
rfifusing 
to appropriate local 


matching school funds. 


A private educational founda- 


tion immediately organized a 
school 
for white pupils. Ne- 


groes turned down offers of as- 
sistance in opening similar pri- 
vate schools and continued to 
fight in the courts. 


The first break in the educa- 


tion b l a c k o u t for Negroes 
came last September when a 
free privately financed system 
was set up and is now provid- 
ing education for the Negroes. 
The new free schools are being 
held in former public school 
buildings.

Court Upholds 
State Laws on 
Open Shops 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court decided today 
slate courts may enforce state 
bans on agency shop labor con- 
tracts. 


Justice Douglas delivered the 


8-0 decision. 


Justice Goldberg, former sec- 


retary of labor, took no part. 


Workers under agency shop 


contracts do not have to become 
union members but must pay 
the equivalent of dues and fee's 
which members pay. 


Douglas said that, in the case 


ruled on today, the Florida Su- 
preme Court had held that a ne- 
gotiated union-security agree- 
ment violated the right to work 
provision of the Florida Consti- 
tution, and that state courts 
have jurisdiction to provide a 
remedy. 


"We agree with that view," 


said Douglas. 


The Supreme Court on June 


3, 1963, ruled that agency shop 
contracts are permissible under 
federal law, but said they may 
be prohibited by state law. The 
same day the high tribunal up- 
held the Florida Supreme Court 
in its findings that the agency 
shop violates the state's righ),- 
to-work law. 


Left unanswered then was the 


question whether enforcement 
of state bars against agency 
shops is up to the states or the 
N a t i o n a l Labor 
Relations 


Board. The high court called 
for new arguments on that is- 
sue and they were heard on Oct. 
16-17. 


The Florida 
case was ap- 


pealed to the U.S. S u p r e m e 
Court by Local 1625 of the AFL- 
CIO Retail Clerks Union. The 
local had an agency shop agree- 
ment with Food Fair, 
Inc., 


stores in Miami, A group of 
non-union employes 
of 
Food 


Fair protested against paying 
fees to the union and the Flori 
ida Supreme 
Court ruled in 


their favor. 


Right-to-work 
laws prohibit 


contracts requiring union mem- 
bership by workers in a plant.

City Garage, 
Warehouse

Construction of a new city 


garage, warehouse, and storage 
yard is being completed in the 
south side of Fair Park. 


The new facility occupies an 


area on the back side of the 
park, which was formerly used 
for pole yard and pipe storage 
area. The warehouse and shop 
building is an all metal build- 
ing 40' wide x 90' long with a 
concrete floor and will have a 
24' x 48' shed extension to be 
used 
for truck greasing, etc. 


Also in the area, there is a steel 
frame storage shed 25' wide x 
120' long that will provide stor- 
age of all city equipment under 
the protection of a roof. The 
garage section is equipped with 
a hoist to permit handling of 
motors 
and heavy equipment 


and will be complete with work 
benches for truck and equip- 
ment repairs. The parking area 
is enclosed by a 9' steel fence. 


The 
building is 
being con- 


struced by the Vnrco Steel Com- 
paney, who plan to complete 
their work within the next ten 
days. The city garage will be 
moved as soon as wiring and 
piping are completed, and it is 
expected that the building can 
be in use before January 1st. 
These facilities replace the old 
garage and storage yard locat- 
ed on East Division Street, 
which the City has been renting 
for a great number of years at 
a price of $65.00 per month. 
There was never quite enough 
room to store all the equipment 
of the Street and Sanitation De- 
partments without encroaching 
upon neighboring property, and 
residents who live adjoining this 
property have complained seri- 
ously 
about the 
storage 
of 


garbage equipment near their 
homes. The new area will pro- 
vide adequate space for stor- 
age of equipment and facilities 
for repair and maintenance. 


The contract for this building, 


storage sheds, and warehouse 
with the Varco Steel Company 
was 
for a 
total of $16,657.00. 


The Water and Light Commis- 
sion made provision in the 1963 
budget for the construction of 
these facilities. 


Anti-Castro
